The chart, which is based upon the 


weekly averages of 20 leading indus- 
trial and railroad stocks listed by the 
New York Stock Exchange, shows this 
upward tendency despite recurring re- 
actions. It is noticeable that neither 
the decision of President Coolidge to 
seek renomination nor the death of 
Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the Unit- 
ed States Steel Corporation, both news 
events of major importance in early 
August, caused major interruptions 
in the trend. 


The decided drop in industrials from

Another big drop, begun in early 
June, was precipitated by a rapid in- 
crease in the volume of brokers' loans, 
due largely to financing necessary to 
carry the undistributed portion of new 
bond issues, which aroused fears of 
security inflation. The sudden rise be- 
gun in July continued until 
early 


August, when traders became-nervous 
:ind started unloading as the stock ex- 
change officials began an investigation 
into, the cause of violent fluctuations 
in the prices of Manhattan Electrical 
Supply.

BY CONSERVATION 


COMMISSIONERS 


Illegal Hunting, Fishing and 


Trapping Will Not Be Tol- 
erated in' State 


Madison—W)—Two warnings have 


been issued by the new conservation 
commission. 


One urged that citizens of the state 


be careful with fires on forest lands 
of the state* the other admonished 
that illegal hunting, fishing and trap- 
ping-will not be toleratftd by the new 
six-man body in charge of the state's 
forests, streams, 'wild animals 
and 


flsh. 


The announcement follows: 
"The' 
conserx-ation 
commission 


warns citizens to use extreme care 
with fire on forest, marsh and cut- 
over lands during September and Oc- 
tober. The vegetative growth of the 
year has been heavy and with a dry 
spell this fall, the risk from 
forest 


fires may become great. The commis- 
sion is putting forth its best efforts to 
prevent every fire and to effect 
an 


early control of any fire that may 
break out. The co-operation of every 
citizen, particularly the local citizens 
and concerns of upper Wisconsin, Is 
needed. 


"Get acquainted and keep in touch 


with the district forest ranger in each 
organized district and with tho town 
chairman and report fires promptly to 
him. 
Every person should feel per- 


sonally responsible for practicing and 
preaching the doctrine of care with 
fire in the woods at all times. 


WANT TO OBEY LAWS 


"The great majority of people in 


this state are law-abiding. They want 
to obey the laws and see others obey 
them, and this is especially true with 
reference to the laws dealing with 
conservation. 


"It has come to the attention of the 


conservation commission that certain 
people are making a. profitable busi- 
ness out of illegal hunting, fishing and 
trapping. This small class of law. vio- 
lators has been operating with impun- 
ity. They gamble on the chance that if 
they are caught the sentiment in their 
community will permit them to escape 
with a small fine, or even a reprimand. 
In a number of cases they have been 
permitted to escape on a mere tech- 
nicality. The Commission believes that 
this type of law violator should be se- 
verely dealt with, and it is convinced 
that the sentiment of the great ma- 
jority of people demands that this 
type of law violator receive the full 
penalty of the law. 


"Conservation— protection^, of fish 


and game—must be applied to all of 
the people fo- the benefit of the state, 
and the citizens are urged to prompt- 
ly report all who profit by violation 
of.the conservation laws. The.com- 
mission appeals to law" enforcement 
officers, judges and district attorneys 
to do their utmost in the prosecution 
of this type of law violator and Im- 
pose severe penalties. 


DESERVES NO MERCY 


• "This type of violator does not pro- 
ceed in Ignorance. He sets out delib- 
erately to defy the law. and he should 
receive no leniency or mercy. Swift 
and sure punishment will deter this 
class of criminals. The" commission' is 
determined to bring about the prompt 
arrest and prosecution of this type. 
Every game warden should do his ut- 
most in detecting this kind of crim- 
inal and the citizens in his community 
should promptly give him every aid. 


"The citizens and law enforcement 


officers may rest assured that in pros- 
ecutions of this kind, as far as lies 
•within the support and power of the 
commission, the guilty shall not es- 
cape. 
No longer shall it be said that 


the commission will be deterred by the 
threat that some law violator is going- 
to appeal to the higher courts. 
The 


commission is ready to meet these ap- 
peals and it believes that money spent 
in this direction \vill be well spent for 
the interests of the entire community."

That the story is reverently conceiv- 


ed and beautiful written no one could 
question. It has an exquisitely sensi- 
tive quality, and a piognant tender- 
ness. 
Perhaps one should 
not ask 


more. But there are many who will 
wish for more light, color, and drama 
in her cathedral, and who will find 
its sombreness oppressive. 


When an author can create such liv- 


ing, breathing, vital characters as Miss 
Cather has, the public is apt to expect 
them from her. Many will prefer her 
lost ladies to archbishops.

ARROGANT CHICAGO 


It seems to be a question whether the 


c-ity of Chicago is a more important and 
more powerful entity of government than 
the United State?. When (he war depart- 
ment, on the complaint of lake states, 
took upon itself the conservation of lake 
\\-atcr. in order to preserve levels, it or- 
dered Chicago to stop unnecessary wast- 
age. It was found that the city was ab- 
stracting more than double the amount of 
water authorized under the war depart- 
ment permit for operation of its drainage 
canal. The amount was reduced slightly, 
and a< a condition of continuing tempo- 
rarily use of a heavy excess of water over 
the permit privilege, the government de- 
manded that Chicago agree that it would 
gradually meter its water system. 
The 


permit required the city to meter at least 
9 per cent of its water service annually 
until 90 per cent of city pumpage 
was 


measured. 
The waste through its un- 


metered service is enormous, probably 
double the amount of water being pump- 
ed that would be necessary under mea- 
surement. 


After agreeing to these conditions Chi- 


cago ignored 
its obligation, and now 


Mayor Thompson openly declares that 
the water system will not be metereci and 
defies the war department to interfere. 
The city council is disposed to back him 
up. Both are playing the role of the cheap 
demagogue in order to get votes, because 
meters will at first not be popular.

can be only one 
answer.

It is not more im- 
portant than 
the states of Wisconsin, 


Michigan. 
Indiana, 
Ohio, Minnesota, 


New York. It is not more important than 
the great Northwest, which is dependent 
upon, the Great Lakes for a water outlet 
to the seaboard. 


As a political manifestation it is a rot- 


ten and much of the time corruptly ad- 
ministered municipality. It has no right 
to visit the sins of its politics and the

Chicago is not great- 
er than the U. S. A., but evidently it needs 
a lesson to teach it that it is-not.

Till-; FASHIONABLE TINTS IN ANTISEPTICS 
1'eoplc will have their placebos. Show me an "an- 


tiseptic" that Is without Impressive odor or startling 
color and I'll show you one that would never achieve 
any crcut dcsrec of popularity. 


Such popularity as corrosive sublimate (bichloride 


of mercury) had in years pus-t was largely duo to 
the general practice of coloring the tablets blue 
with sufficient inert dye to sive otherwise colorless 
solutions in water a blue color. Of course this was 
intended to prevent mistakes and poisoning-, but 
the blue color itself carried a suggestion of strength 
and therefore many laymen as well as physicians 
entertained an unwarranted fancy that corrosive 
sublimate was a "powerful antiseptic" when in fact 
it was an inferior antiseptic, in actual practice, and 
only a powerful and dancerous poison. 


1 myself left the hospital and entered upon pri- 


vate practice with some such fool notion about this 
then indispensable antiseptic. And I had my les- 
son. I save some corrosive sublimate tablets to a 
patient to prepare a solution for bathing a wound. 
The patient went from my office to the nearest bar 
and asked for a class of water—such a strange or- 
der that the bartender was curious to see what he 
wished to do with it. The man dropped a tablet in 
the water, making a beautiful blue liquid, and was 
actually about to drink the poison when the bar- 
tender stopped him. But plenty of real fatalities, 
horrible tragedies, have occurred from just such 
mistakes as that, enough, it seems to me. to war- 
rant rigid legal restrictions upon the sale or pos- 
session of this poison by the laity. 
Some people 


keep bichloride of mercury in the house, and now 
and again we read of dreadful mistakes, such as 
mistaking such a deadly tablet for a headache tab- 
let.Boric acid, as I now know, will accomplish every 
good purpose that bichloride of mercury (corrosive 
sublimate) can serve, and boric acid is a hard thing 
to poison anybody with or even to do any injury 
with. 


Tincture of iodin (iodin is the right way to spell 


it) is still a first rate general first aid disinfectant 
for application to fresh wounds. True it smarts or 
even pains some at first. But it is fairly safe (it 
is not so easy to "end it all" with tincture of iodin 
as some people seem to think), reasonably cheap, 
and should be in every first aid cabinet or medi- 
cine cupboard. Of late years a newer antiseptic, 
mercurochrome, has been introduced, and with some 
good doctors this poisonous dye has displaced indin. 
Likewise some first aid cabinets now contain mer- 
curochrows instead of iodin. The main advantage 
of mercurochrome over iodin as a general emer- 
gency disinfectant seems to be that it smarts or 
pains less when applied to a fresh wound, and this 
is a real advantage in the case -of a large wound, 
though not for ordinary minor cuts and abrasions. 
The disadvantages of mercurochrome. as I see the 
question, are. first, its outrageous cost; second, the 
unpleasanat pink color the dye imparts to every- 
thing it touches, and finally the poisonous char- 
acter of the mercury compound. 


So I prefer the simple old tincture of iodin for 


the first aid treatment. and~ if any antis'eptic is 
necessary in the 'subsequent care of the wound I 
prefer boric acid. 


The dull brown color iodin imparts to the skin or 


clothing looks just as good to me as the brilliant 
shade of mercurochrome stain.

PHYSICIANS WHO ADVERTISE 
Washington; D. C. — Out in Iowa 


there is a group of physicians that is 
conducting a newspaper advertising 
campaign. 
It 
is the Cerro Cordo 


County Medical Society and the ad- 
vertisements 
have been appearing 


regularly for some weeks in the Ma- 
son City Globe-Gazette. 


This is said to be the first peneral 


advertising that has been done in the 
United States by "regular" doctors 
and is a departure frAn a long-es- 
tablished principle of the ethics ob- 
served by the medical profession. 


Moreover^ Dr. J. Channing Dakin, 


president of the Society, himself 
a 


practicing physician and surgeon, 
says that "this advertising plan has 
been approved by the judiciary com- 
mittee of the American Medical As- 
sociation and by the executive com- 
mittee of the Iowa State Medical So- 
ciety." The campaign is doubly in- 
teresting, therefore, in that it may be 
the forerunner of advertising general- 
ly by the medical profession. 


"People are becoming confused over 


their health and what they should do 
about it by the advertising of so cal- 
led cults," says Dr. Dakin in explain- 
ing why the campaign was undortak- 
en. "The designation 'Doctor' is being 
used generally and by many without 
medical training. It is also ust-d prop- 
erly by others than medical men. The 
public docs not and in many cases 
can not discriminate among those u?- 
injr the title. 


"In the true practice of nvdicine 


all the sciences are included. Those 
who lack the basic medical education 
can not be expected to diagnose and 
treat properly the problems that are 
essentially medical «nd surgical. 


"Our 
general 
publicity for 
the 


stand educated medical profession Is 
intended to inform the public so that 
it may know what 
the 
profession 


stands for and what it is. The fam- 
ily medical practitioner has been and 
is the family health guide and friend 
He has no interest other than to 
keep the family in good health and to 
be their counselor always 
to that 


end." 


NO INDIVIDUALS EXPLOITED 
The advertisements that have been 


published do not exploit any 
indi- 


vidual physicians, or any school or 
method of treatment for any disease, 
or any "cures." and they do not in- 
clude the names of any officers or 
the members of any committee of the 
profession. 
Each 
advertisement is 


signed simply. "Cerro Gordo County 
Medical Society." 


IVhal is said in the advertisements 


is in the way of a dignified statement 
about the medical profession and Us 
relation to be public, or a pre^nta- 
tion of some of the fundamentals of 
httilthful practices and ways of livinc 
On the one hand, the idea set forth 


is that fi you need a doctor, be sure 
you get a real doctor, and on the oth- 
er, that if you take the right kind of 
care of yourself the 'occasions when 
you will need treatment from a doc- 
tor will bft few and far between. , 


For example, in the first advertise- 


ment, entitled "The Doctor of Medi- 
cine and the Public," it was staled: 


"Believing that the public is en- 


titled to more definite and authorita- 
tive information about the profession 
and concerning its ethics, its purpos- 
es, and its services, the Cerro Cordo 
County 
Medical Society plans the 


publication of a series of articles. It 
will be th^ purpose of these articles 
to offer accurate and definite infor- 
mation on the various phases of the 
relationship pf the medical profession 
to the public to present practical sug- 
gestions and recommendations look- 
ing toward the improvement 
of the 


public health and the conservation of 
the public welfare." 
• 


The-advertisement also calls atten- 


tion to the fact that the laws of Iowa 
require that a doctor of medicine 
must have a college degree involving: 
four years of the study of science, 
four years in medical school, and a 
year in a first class hospital before he 
may begin to treat the public. 


"By 
these 
requirements," 
it is 


stated, "more drastic than those im- 
posed upon any other profession or 
school of therapeutics, the State sets 
the medical 
profession 
apart 
and 


eloquently testifies to the priority of 
its position and the vital interest with 
which its relationship to the public 
health is charged." 
CHOOSING THE FAMILY DOCTOR 


One of the more interesting of the 


advertisements deals with th subject 
of the selection of a family doctor 
and gives a definition of an "ethical" 
doctor. 


"Select an" ethical doctor of -Medi- 


cine." it says." "An ethical physician 
is one who accepts the fundamental 
standards of the medical prole«»icn. 
To be ethical means to be honest. Ar. 
ethical practitioner is honest in his 
relations with his comptitors. with 
his patients and with the public in 
general. 


"The 
experience of the prof^stlon 


has taucht us that one who .-Jlows his 
name to bs advertised indiscriminate- 
ly and secures undue publicity for 
himself is not apt to be ethical. If he 
claims exclusive knowledge of meth- 
ods of cure he is dishonest — for all 
ethical physicians exchange thi-ir ex- 
periences freely." 


Along this line another advertise- 


ment tells of the work that is being 
carried on by the American Modical 
Association from its headquarters and 
laboratories in Chicago. !hc 
largest 


institution of its kind In 'he world. 
There ?2.<H>f'.000 arc expended annu- 


ally in service to the human race. In 
the laboratories 
the 
most 
delicate 


tests are made constantly, the archiv- 
es are filled with hundreds of thou- 
sands of documents 
pertaining to 


medical discoveries and developments, 
and there are indexes of the leading 
periodical literature on medicine of 2$ 
countries. All of this information is 
at the command of the 155,000 regul- 
arly licensed doctors of medicine in 
the United States, and they; may also 
be advised concerning the many hos- 
pitals of the country. 


Of the later there are almost 7,000 


with more than 800,000 beds, it 
is 


stated, and "the American Medical 
Association knows that nearly 300 of 
these hospitals, 'because of ciearly 
unethical -practices.' are unworthy to 
be included in any list of reputable 
institutions. That information is not 
given out to the public in printed 
form, but is available to any person 
having a legitimate reason for asking 
it. Likewise every doctor, and every 
'make-believe* doctor 
or quack, 
is 


catalogued, and tlius the standing of 
any individual doctor may be ascer- 
tained by any one interested." 


These Iowa physicians may become 


merchants when they advertise, but .t 
is evident that the commodity they 
are trying to sell to their community 
is good health. To this end they em- 
phasize the importance of going to 
your doctor and being checked over 
at 
reasonably 
frequent 
intervals.

other festivities. 


For few "regular New Yorkers" 


reach a theatre for the opening cur- 
tain. Many a house that is sold to 
the doors will appear half empty un- 
til the first act is well under way. 


- Perhaps the geratest charm of the 
"midnight mayor" is his lack of pre- 
tension or ostentation. 
I remember 


seeing him one night during the in- 
termission of a big movie opening 
standing chatting in the lobby with 
arms about the shoulders of two pret- 
ty maids, the attitude being struck 
with the utmost casualness. It would 
occur to no true New Yorker to find 
such a posture unbecoming.

Histories Of Century 


Old Towns Recalled 


Kadne- 
W>> —Celebration of the 


lundrcdth anniversaries 
of half 
a 


Jozen towns In southern Wisconsin 
this year has brought to the mind of 
rstoriaiiH myriad reminiscences 
of 


that 
seemingly 
remote day when 


hard riding, 
hard drinking, 
tall, 


shearing physical giant- with slough 
l.ats and lUgh leather boots" came to 
that portion of the state to prospect 
for lead and the consequences. 


Thcie early settlers', despite their 


barroom 
fights, 
non-collegiate dic- 


tion and other habits now defined un- 
desirable 
in 
society, 
"were 
real 


Americans." in the eyes of the writer 
for the Wisconsin Agriculturist, who 
received the celebration of the six 
towns and gathered some of the his- 
torical incidents connected with them 
foi this week's readers of the farm 
magazine. 


The writer says the immigrants in- 


to Wisconsin of that day were "real 
American" because, the first ones at 
least came from the border colonies 
of the day, some from the fastness of 
Kentucky ..some hardy French plains- 
men and pioneers. 
"And then." he 


writes, "came the honest-to-gooclness 
Cousin Jacks." Welch and English, 
who were hard riding, etc.." as de- 
scribed previously. 


Some of the 
Agriculturist's writ- 


er's reviews of the scenes and se- 
quences of 1S27 and earlier follow. 
The biief histories given are of towns 
in which centennial celebrations were 
held: 


"Henry Dodge. 
patron saint 
of 


Dodgeville. 
was born 
in the 
old 


French town of Vincennes. He grew 
lo manhood in the mining region of 
Missouri, was a boy deputy sheriff, a 
brave soldier in the war of 1S12 and 
on Xovember 3. 1827. he came to 
what is now Dodgeville with his wife, 
nine children and 12 negro servants 
to become the leading citizen of the 
Northwest. He was governor of Wis- 
consin Territory and 
of Wisconsin. 


United States 
Senator and around 


him were grouped the main episodes 
of the Dodgeville centennial. 


STUMBLED OXTO ORE 


"Patrick O'Mera. a peddler camping 


near a creak, gathering fuel for his 
cr.mpfire. stumbled across lead ore. 
The stream flowing by the village of 
Linden to this day is known as "Fed 
dler's Creek." 


"At Montfort. Uncle Dick Palmer 


unyoked oxen in the spring of 1827 
beside a big spring and found "min- 
eral" on the crest of the hill. 


"During the summer of 1S27 Heese 


Shull. an Indian trader, brought his 
tcbacco, ammunition, .blankets and 
flour to establish a trad'ing post that 
became Shullsburg and attracted a 
large group of Irish miners, one of 
the near settlements being known as 
"Dublin" and another as "Irish Dig- 
gins." 


"Mineral Point, with its steep hills 


and coulees, its High Street trailing 
along the crest of the ridge like the 
tight rope walker of the circus, its 
limestone and sandstone cottages, is a 
Cornish town where 
artists might 


come and sketch scenes that would 
carry one across to the tight little 
islands and lose none of the original 
flax-or imported from • "hold Hing- 
land." 


"Here lives John Prisk. now 95. the 


son of a 
Cornish immigrant who 


claims to be the oldest native son of 
Wisconsin, a tall, spare man with 


twinkling blue eyes who knows when 
the first clock was brought to Mineral 
1'olnt. 
before that a woman who 


kept boarding house for the miners 
would study the sun and come out 
on the porch and shake a red cloth 
or table spread, official notice to the 
diggers that it was dinner time, and 
the settlement was lirst known as 
"Shake Rag." 
When Prisk was eight 


years old he witnessed Wisconsin'!) 
only legal hanging. 


RACES' FO1C IMG ST.VKI. 


Plattevillc was known for its famous 


horse owners. Jacob Hooser and Jamc* 
Vincyard had a race for big nioi'cy 
and Vineyard's horse, won. Hooscr 
w-.nl to Illinois and bought u mart 
called "Big 
Ann." When 
Vineyard 


hearr. of the new racing nag he con 
nived with Hooser's jockey to let him 
try out Ann one dark night. 


Finding the new mare swifter than 


his own horse ho bribed the jockey to 
throw the race. 
H- oser got wind of 


all this but kept his own counsel. He 
drank heavily, appeared careless and 
indifferent and bet all the money he 
had on the race. His bank account 
was exhausted. On the morning of the 
race Hooser drove all his cattle and 
horses and sheep into the barnyard 
and proceeded to take all comers on 
the Vineyard horse until his> live stock 
was staked to the limit along with his 
money. 


"The hour of the race approached. 


Almost tlie entire lead region gathered 
at the Pfc'.tteville 
race course. The 


Hooser Jitfcey a man by the name of 
Hulan. war. walking Big Ann up and 
down the track. ' A friend of Hooser 
living in Beetown heard of the race 
and he rode in on a hon-i white with 
lather and gave Hooser another $500 
to bet on the race. There was joy in 
the Vineyard camp—$500 more to win. 


HAD NEW JOCKEY 
\ "The pistol 
.'as 
about to crack 


when Hooser blew a shrill whistle with 
his finger:; in hi: mouth. Out of the 
bushes popped a boy by the name of 
Clark in jockey habiliments. Hooser 
whipped out a couple of navy pistols, 
called "hogless," and faced the man 
Hulun. 
"You thief.' 'roared Hooser. 


"stand aside." He picked up Clark and 
set him on Big Ann's back and said. 
"You win his race, or I will kill you." 


"Big Ann won amidst such excite- 


ment as the mining region had never 
known before. Judge Paine, later of 
the Supreme Court, was the stake- 
holder. The Vineyard.people tried to 
have the bets called off. but Judge 
Paine was firm and the hundreds of 
miners upheld him with shouts and 
threatening gesticulations. Hooser won 
$10,000. He went up to Big Ann and 
throwing his arms about the mare's 
neck, wept and said, "Ann. you and 
me and horse racing is done. You will 
never have to work _ nor run in a race 
again." 


"Judge Dennis J. Gardner of Platte- 


ville. dean of the legal fraternity of 
southern Wisconsin, still engaged m 
the practice of law. told this story in 
his office and many of the old timers 
here well recall the incident. 


"Twice the cholera raged in the lead 


mining region. There were gold rush- 
es, too, that depleted the population of 
the outpost towns. The Civil War ex- 
acted a terrific toll of Grant. Iowa and 
Lafayette-co men. The Miner's Guard 
in the Civil War is said to have been 
the first volunteer company. Across 
from the First 
Xational Bank in 


Plattevllle IK a bronze plate, on which 
is Inscribed—"Here 1.000 men of Grant 
County enlisted in the Civil War." 


DLTUCATi; OF HOME 


"The old Mitchell Mono cottage, built 


In Plattevillc In 1837. is the Cottage" If. 
an exact duplicate of the old Virgitiis 
homo from which Rev. Samuel Mitch- 
ell migrated to Wisconsin and reflects 
the same dignified refinement as any 
of the old homes along the James liiv. 
cr. It is still standing, extremely well 
preserved, and in it lives a daughter of 
Major John H, Kountrcc. There is an 
old iron box tilled with documents, a 
veritable gold mine of the early his- 
lory of Wisconsin and the j-entle little 
woman who lives in the home permit 
ted mo lo review these documents. One 
large room is kept to this very hour 
just as it was 
when 
Rev. Samuel 


Mitchell lived in it. Five generations 
have lived in the house. 


"The unbroken forests of a hun- 


dred years ago have fallen before the
